S/SGT. ELTON E. CHESHIER 


After month s of anx iou s waiting 
to h ear from th eir son, S/Sgt. Elton 
E. Ch esh ier, two letters from h im 
telling th at h e h ad been liberated 
from th e German Camp, Stalag Lu ft 
4, were receiv ed th is week by Mr. 
and Mrs. W. J. Ch esh ier, Sr., of Rt. 
4, Hamlin. 
Sergeant Ch esh ier, an engineer- 
gu nner of th e 15th AAF based in 
Italy , was reported missing in action 
ov er Au stria after h e h ad flown 45 
missions. Later h e was reported a 
prisoner of war as of Ju ly 25, 19 44. 
He enlisted Oct. 24, 19 42, and went 
ov erseas in March 19 44. 
Better th an any words we cou ld 
find to tell of a man’s reactions to 
th e retu rn to freedom after nine 
month s in a German prisoner of war 
camp are Ch esh itr’s own first two 
letters to h is parents wh ich we re­ 
produ ce below: 


“April 20, 19 45 
“Hi Folks: How in th e dickens are 
y ou all? I am in fine h ealth ex cept 
for being a little skinny . Most of all, 
th ou gh , I’m a free, y es, free, man 
again!! Oh , boy , I ju st can’t realize 
it y et. You see I gav e th e Germans 
th e slip on th e 16th wh ile we were 
march ing and th e British tanks pick­ 
ed me u p th e 18 th . Fast work, don’t 
y ou th ink? Gosh , I nev er was so glad 
to see any one in my life as I was 
to see th ose tanks come ov er th e h ill 
and driv e th e Jerries back. 
“ Well, th is letter is sh ort, so I’ll 
h av e to tell y ou th e rest wh en I get 
h ome in a few day s. Yes, th at’s 
righ t. I’m su pposed to be with y ou 
now in a few day s. 
“I’v e still nev er h eard from h ome 
at all, so I don’t know any th ing. If 
Helen is th ere, well and good, bu t 
if sh e isn’t, I want h er to come to 
Hamlin as soon as possible. I wrote 
h er a letter to Day ton in case sh e’s 
th ere. I’v e got to go now, so by e for 
now and I’ll be seeing y ou all in a 
few day s!!! 
“You r EX-P.O.W. Son, Elton.” 


“April 26, 19 45 
“Hi Folks: I got cau gh t u p with 
my bu siness h ere for a wh ile, so I 
th ou gh t may be I’d better write y ou 
a letter. I’v e still got th e same trou ­ 
ble th ou gh . I mean wh en I h av en’t 
h eard from h ome, I can’t th ink of 
any th ing to write. Here is a stab 
at it, th ou gh . 
“I am doing ju st fine and gaining 
weigh t ev ery day . I don’t th ink I 
cou ld feel mu ch better eith er. Th at 
is, ex cept for my arms. You see, we 
got th ree sh ots at once today and 
th e arms are a little sore. I got my 
teeth cleaned, too. Boy , we are cer­ 
tainly getting a once ov er. We need­ 
ed it, th ou gh . Gee, th is is really th e 
life to be a free man. Wh en I look 
arou nd, th ou gh , I th ink only we ex - 
P.W.’s realize th at. 
“Well, I’v e got to go eat now 
(good deal) so I’ll be signing off for 
now. By e now; see y ou soon. You r 
son, Elton.” 
In oth er letters, Sgt. Ch esh ier ask­ 
ed patricu larly abou t h is baby , won­ 
dering wh eth er it was a boy or a 
girl. Th e Ch esh iers’ dau gh ter, Lana 
Jeanette, was born 
sev en month s 
ago. 
Sergeant Ch esh ier’s wife, th e for­ 
mer Helen Bu rge of Hamlin, h as 
beein liv ing in Day ton, Tex as, with 
h er parents, bu t u pon h earing th at 
h er h u sband was free and in a h os­ 
pital in England, sh e left immediate­ 
ly for Hamlin and Rotan. Th ey liv ed 
in Rotan before h e entered serv ice.

“ VICTORY** 


EVERYTHING a b o u t th e final 
day s of figh ting in Eu rope h as been 
told by th is time and all readers of 
th e weekly papers iknow as mu ch 
abou t wh at h as h appened as th e pu b­ 
lish ers. All th at can be added abou t 
th e Allied Victory in Eu rope is mere 
comment, now. 
From th e fact th a^t commu nica­ 
tions are so easy th ese day s, and th at 
th ere are sev eral competing news 
gath ering corporations on th e job 
ov er th e world, th e actu al end of 
war in Eu rope came on gradu ally 
and ev ery body with a radio knew as 
mu ch as any oth er fellow. So V-E 
Day came far differently from th e 
Armistice of 19 18 . 
Alth ou gh it h ad been told ov er and 
ov er th at th e annou ncement of th e 
actu al end of war in Eu rope wou ld 
come from au r President, and to be­ 
liev e none else, a “ph ony ” broad­ 
cast began ringing ou t early Mon­ 
day morning, May 7 , th at th e Ger­ 
mans h ad su rrendered “u ncondition­ 
ally /’ giv ing facts and descriptions, 
leav ing some to believ e and some to 
dou bt. 
In Hamlin th e fire alarm went off 
to confirm th e good news, ju st as 
th e radios were still say ing noth ing 
y et reliable. Some closed sh op and 
stood arou nd. Th ere was no ju bila­ 
tion, only qu iet “h ope so.'* Bu t th e 
greatest VICTORY of ou r wh ole h is­ 
tory h ad come. Ou r Democracy h ad 
once again prov ed it was migh tier 
th an any set of Dictators. 
On December 8 , 19 41, th e United 
States Congress declared war on th e 
Japanese Empire after Japan’s das­ 
tardly act of h itting ou r forces at 
Pearl Harbor, wh ile ou r nation was 
seeking 
peace. 
Germany declared 
war on th e United States becau se 
sh e was an ally of Japan. Th e g reat 
est array of ev il-design power ev er 
in all th e world declared th ey wou ld 
cru sh th e ch ampions of freedom— 
England and America. Wh at follow­ 
ed is h istory . Neith er nation h ad 
ev er been war-minded. We especially 
h ad made bu t sligh t preparations, 
did not want war, h ated war, bu t 
th e ch allenge h ad come. We went to 
work, we trained, we bu ilt, we began 
lend-lease to ou r allies; we soon h ad 
th e seas afloat with th e most modern 
of figh ting equ ipment; ou r boy s went 
th rou gh h ell in training, and cou nt 
th e time, December 8 , 19 41, to May 
8, 19 45—th ree y ears, fiv e month s— 
with few h old-u ps, h ardly any set­ 
backs, no defeats (after th e sneak 
attacks) on any front; after ov er­ 
coming u nh eard of obstacles, on land 
and sea and in th e air—h istory will 
record “Th e Citizen Army ” of Amer­ 
ica and England from 19 39 to 19 4- 
as th e greatest striking armed force 
in all h istory . We leav e th e blank, 
for still th ere is a deadly enemy to 
be ov ercome by th e forces of free­ 
dom. 
Let u s not leav e ou t Ru ssia. . . 
deep in ou r h earts we sh ou ld fch ank 
God for a friend like Ru ssia. Victory 
h as cost th e United States and Eng­ 
land and all ou r smaller Allies cou nt­ 
less liv es, dollars and material th ings 
bu t on Ru ssia fell th e greatest blow, 
and with th e h elp of ou r United 
States, sh e was able with h er ru gged 
manpower to h u rl th e h au gh ty ene­ 
my back with wou nds wh ich Ger­ 
many cou ld not h eal. . .and as VIC­ 
TORY crowns th e u nited efforts in 
Eu rope, we sh ou ld feel th at ou r rea­ 
son for figh ting Germany , Italy , and 
Japan was ju st and h as met with 
Div ine fav or; and th u s, we sh ou ld 
accept th e end of one ph ase of ou r 
stru ggle with a continu ed feeling of 
h u mbleness and th ankfu lness. 
After long and determined details 
of preparations, it took only elev en 
month s and two day s, from th e Eu ro­ 
pean

gu n-protected 
coasts, 
big cities, th e 
Maginot Line, th e

. . .It was terrible bu t it was th e 
cnly th ing to be done. . .and w h y not 
be h u m b ly prou d of ou r VICTORY? 
Yes, it h as cost more th an h u man 
h eart can ev er estimate—blood and 
tears and h eart-ach es, bu t wh at else 
cou ld h av e sav ed ou r fu tu re?

“Kh aki-clad GI’s 
ex emplify ing th e grim figh ting spirit 
of American, th e same th at was th en 
going on in Belgiu m, pu sh ing th e 
Germans back across th eir own bor­ 
ders. . .in th at v ast mass of boy s, we j 
fancy we can see some of ou r own 
Jones Cou nty -West Tex as fellow's, 
wh o only a few month s prev iou s h ad 
nev er h eard th e command, “Atten­ 
tion!” Bu t no Roman army , no Ger­ 
man army , nobody ’s army ev er sh ow­ 
ed better form and figh ting ability 
th an th at pictu re sh ows. . .it is fam­ 
ou s. “Victory .” 
May 8, 19 45, goes down in h istory 
as “V-E Day .” It was u sh ered in 
at 8 :00 A. M. by th e v oice of Presi­ 
dent Tru man, and later by th e de­ 
termined v oice of th at oth er great 
man, Winston Ch u rch ill, n e i t h e r 
boastingly bu t h u mble and pray er­ 
fu lly , indicating th at only one part 
of th e task of “blood and tears” h ad 
been accomplish ed. In Hamlin, like 
many of th e oth er small commu nity 
towns, people h astened to th eir plac­ 
es of worsh ip, and for many minu tes 
sat in a spirit of h u mbleness, per­ 
h aps nev er before ex perienced. . . no 
boasting, no h ilarity , bu t th anksgiv ­ 
ing and pray ers, qu iet meditations, 
amid au dible sou nds of sobs. . .few 
ey es were dry . . .th ou gh ts tu rned to 
th e gold stars on th e serv ice flags, 
and sy mpath y for th ose wh ose boy s 
will nev er retu rn.. .tru ly America 
was brou gh t to h er knees...as th e 
day passed on, th e ch u rch scenes 
were repeated, and in Hamlin, oh 
Tu esday nigh t, May 8, th e High 
Sch ool au ditoriu m was w e 11 - filled 
with th e same spirit. . .perh aps more 
th an h alf present h ad sons, dau gh ­ 
ters, h u sbands, broth ers, sweeth earts, 
eith er in Eu rope or in th e Pacific. . . 
and again th e feeling of sy mpath y 
was deep for th ose wh o know th e 
price of Victory . 
God forbid th at su ch a tragedy 
sh all ev er h appen ag ain... if diplo­ 
mats can not keep peace, th e fath ers 
and moth ers of th e world can do it. 
Let u s resolv e to carry on till we 
are su re Japan is repaid ten times 
for h er u ncalled cru elty . . .and th en 
let u s reassemble to th ank God for 
“VICTORY!”

Boys, Buy Bonds 


Th is is a mere lad, a ty pical Jones 
Cou nty farm boy , one wh o was draft­ 
ed righ t ou t of h igh sch ool and pu t 
into th e army for h is cou ntry . . . 
wh at a grand job h e did! Hav e y ou 
met Priv ate First Class J. C. Rose? 
He h as been at h ome now for sev ­ 
eral weeks, and h as been h ard to 
contact... h e does not want pu blic- 
ity y , bu t h e DESERVES more th an 
any body can giv e h im ... Hav e y ou 
seen h im? He looks tip-top, in spite 
of all h e h as endu red since Ch rist­ 
mas Ev e Day in th e snows ju st ou t­ 
side of Lu x embou rg, Dec. 24, 19 44. 
It h as been su ch a sh ort time since 
th is “kid’* was born in th e cou ntry 
east of Hamlin, Au gu st 27 , 19 25. 
Again we ask y ou , h av e y ou seen 
Pfc. J. C. Rose? If y ou h av e met 
th is y ou ng man wh o represents so 
many th ou sands of ou r boy s, and 
h av e not felt deep down in y ou r 
h eart y ou r appreciation and solici­ 
tou s lov e for ou r figh ting men, y ou 
h ad better ask y ou rself, “Am 1 a 
good American?” 
Pfc. J. C. Rose h ad a part in mak­ 
ing V-E Day possible. He was in th e 
forefront to h old back th e “Ger­ 
man Bu lge” at Ch ristmas time. . .th e 
time of all times mere boy s th ink of 
and long for h ome. . .well, th is boy 
is at h ome now, and h as been grant­ 
ed 15 day s ex tension fu rlou gh time 
before going back to th e Beau mont 
General Hospital at El Paso. He is 
getting a good start back to normal 
now. Soon h is scars of battle will 
almost disappear. Bu t let’s tell th e 
storv of Pfc. J. C. Rose. 
He is a son of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Rose, a fine family of th e Wise Ch a­ 
pel commu nity . He was placed in th e 
armed serv ice Dec. 27 , 19 43, Infan­ 
try Armored Div ision, and later was 
a radioman-rifleman. He took h is 
training at Ft. Sill, Okla., Camp 
Croft, S. C.; Camp Sh elby , Miss, 
(with th e 69 th Div .); Camp Gordon 
and Camp Sh anks, N. Y. He went 
ov erseas Sept. 19 44, and landed at 
Ch erbou rg, France. Soon h e was in 
Gen. Hodges’ First Army . He wears 
th e Good Condu ct Medal, th e Ex pert 
Infantry Combat Badge, and th e 
Pu rple Heart. 
It was in th e afternoon last Ch rist­ 
mas Ev e wh en J. C. was u p front 
with th e 10th Armored Div . figh ting 
th e Germane th at h e was wou nded. 
He h ad been in h is h alf-track and 
h ad gotten ou t with h is rifle, wh en 
a sh ell bu rst near-by and sh rapnel 
h it h im in th e mou th . Fou r of h is 
u pper teeth were knockd ou t, all of 
h is lower teeth were gone ex cept 
th ree (one more was lost in th e op­ 
eration), both arms were lacerated, 
and sh rapnel tore h is left sh ou lder 
and righ t leg. He was passed u p two 
Or th ree times by th e medics, as 
dead. Th e snow was abou t knee deep. 
Near h im lay h is Sergeant, dead, 
and th e medics h ad no time for th e 
dead. Finally , one in passing saw th e 
boy 's h and mov e. Th ey picked h im 
u p and ru sh ed h im to a first aid sta­ 
tion. He h ad nev er lost consciou s­ 
ness. Th e operation started and soon 
all h is pain was ov er. . .th e nex t day , 
Ch ristmas, h e came ou t from u nder 
th e anesth etics. 
Later h e was h ospitalized in Lu x ­ 
embou rg City , mov ed to Paris, th en 
to England, and finally back to Stark 
Hospital in Sou th Carolina. On Feb. 
28 , He landed in th e Beau mont Gen­ 
eral Hospital, El Paso. A few day s 
afterward, h e was h ome again at 
Wise Ch apel. 
Again we say th is b o y ty pifies th e 
stu ff th at ou r v ictory is made of. He 
say s, “It was ju st one of th ose th ings 
th at h appened to many oth ers, too—

— One 
page of a diary belong’ng 
to Sgt. 
Joe Orlando co ntains enou gh drama 
to last a lifetime. 
It cov ers only six day s—the day s 
he spent helpless in an abandoned 
tank on a German battlefield. 
Joe doesn’t mind talk ing abou t the 
ex perience throu gh which he lost 
both legs and almost his v oice. 
It 
is ju st now that he is able to talk 
again and he’s still too amazed at 
being aliv e to believ e it. 
Joe’s home is at Erie, Pa. H ere’s 
his diary : 
First day —I was hit. Crawled into 
one of ou r tank s after I was hit. 
Mortar shell lands inside where I 
was ly ing. Tore a big hole in water 
can, first aid k it and tore raincoat 
to bits bu t didn’t tou ch me. 
Second day —Watched Jerry set u p 
position abou t 50 y ards away . One 
comes ov er, stick s bay onet in my 
shou lder. 
Third day —Two Jerries ou tside 
tank talk ing. One leav es, the other 
comes inside where I was. Sat there, 
then felt my leg. 
Think ing I was 
dead he left. 
Fou rth day —Slept all day lo ng , 
but cou ld hear q u ite a lot of sho o ts 
ing going on all arou nd me. 
Fifth day —U. S. troops mak ing an 
attack . 
Eight Jerries behind tank 
u sing it as a shelter. One g ets hit 
and pu ts u p q u ite an argu ment. Fi­ 
nally dark ness came and they left. 
x th day —Nothing mu ch in the 
morning, bu t in the afternoon 
hear 
v oices ju st ou tside. 
Mak e ou t the 
v oices and they are Americans. Beg 
them to tak e me ou t, so they send 
an 'aid man at dark and I am tak en 
ou t. 
Thank God I am safe at last.

Plants Can ‘Bite Back’ 
When Bug s Attack Them j 
ITHACA. — A commercial method 
of enabling plants to “bite back ” ! 
when attack ed by bu gs was an­ 
nou nced by Cornell u niv ersity . 
Dr. W. E. Blau v elt of the u ni­ 
v ersity ’s 
entomology department, 
said three y ears of research on an 
old discov ery had enabled him to 
control a nu mber of important pests 
on florists’ crops withou t the u su al 
spray s and du sts simply by hav ing 
the plant themselv es su pply the 
poison. 
^ 
Here’s how it’s done: 
Sodiu m selenate, a white powder, 
is mix ed with water and certain 
concentrations applied to the soil 
where it is tak en u p by the roots 
of the plants and accu mu lates in 
the sap, foliage and bu ds. 
“The bu g bites the plant and the 
plant bites back ,” Dr. Blau v elt ex ­ 
plained. “In the process of getting 
its food the insect also gets the 
poison, and the resu lt is au tomatic; 
continu ou s pest control, with the 
plant doing the work .”

Motorists Are Warned 
About Battery “ Dope” 


Reports of a widespread racket in 
stora g e battery “ a ccelera nts” have 
caused alarm among War Produc­ 
tion Board Officials interested in the 
conservation of automobile batteries 
now in use, WPB said. The accounts 
indicate that battery “ dope” vend­ 
ors are doing a flourishing business 
in some localities and that the fraud 
may spread throughout the country. 
So-called “ dopes” o f “ pepping-up” 
compounds, according to an official 
o f the American Association of Bat­ 
tery Manufacturers, usually consist 
of Epsom salts, sand, flour or some 
other white 
powder, 
which, when 
added to battery electrolyte, are def­ 
initely injurious and .shorten battery 
life. Regardless of claims to the con­ 
trary, officials said, no satisfactory 
substitute has been found for elec­ 
trolyte or proper mixture of distill­ 
ed water and sulphuric acid. WPB 
re-emphasized the importance of reg ­ 
ular 
inspection, 
adding 
water 
at 
short 
intervals, 
a n d 
periodic 
re­ 
charging in order that essential mo­ 
tor vehicles may be kept in opera­ 
tion during the war period.

The second annual National Farm 
Sa fety WTeek will be observed this 
year from J uly 22 to J uly 28, the 
U. S. Department o f Agriculture an­ 
nounced. Its purpose is to focus at­ 
tention on the need for carrying on 
accident and fire prevention activi­ 
ties in rural communities. 


In 1948, the Department of Agri­ 
culture said, farm accidents killed 
17,200 persons and 
injured 1,500,- 
000. Of those injured, approximate­ 
ly 15,000 were crippled for life. The 
monetary loss from these accidents 
amounted to about one billion dol­ 
lars. 


Farm fires last yea r cost the lives 
of 3,500 farm . people. 
More than 
$9 0,000,000 in property was destroy­ 
ed. The majority of farm accidents 
and fires can be prevented, said the 
Department of 
Agriculture, 
by 
a 
simple three point sa fety program: 
11) Learn to recognize the acci­ 
dent and fire hazards on your farm 
and in your farm home. 
(2) Correct or remove all hazards 
tha t you can. 


13) Learn to live and work sa fe­ 
ly with those hazards that cannot 
be immediately c o r r e c t e d or re­ 
moved.

As 
travelers, litera lly put the Man W ith­ 
out a Country, Ulysses of the Odys­ 
sey, or the Flying Dutchman “ in the 
shade.” 
Arrangements which make it pos­ 
sible for a car owend by any rail­ 
road to be used on any other rail­ 
road are the prime reason for the 
efficiency of the American railroad 
transportation set-up. A car can be 
loaded in a ny section of the United 
States and delivered to any other 
section, often traveling over a num­ 
ber of railroads, without necessity 
for unloading en route. 
It is a 
natural thought: 
“ How 
does the owner keep track o f it.c 
cars, and how does it g et paid for 
their use? ” Such records are subject 
to a code of car service and per 
diem rules agreed to by all rail- 
roads. The Car Service Division of 
the Association of American 
Rail­ 
roads serves as referee; ascertaining 
where cars are urgently needed, and 
so advising the 
lines owning 
the 
available equipment. The supply is 
sufficiently liquid that the ea rners 
can easily cooperate and supply the 
shippers’ demand; pooling their cars, 
regardless of ownership. 
The charges, Since 1920, a rail­ 
road had received a dollar a day for 
each o f its cars in service on other 
railroads. Last February 1, the rate 
was hiked to $1.15. 


A record of a single Katy car over 
a 28-month period, compiled by an 
M-K-T official, shows that the car 
was off its own lines 605 days out 
of the 790 between Nov. 9. 1942, 
and Dec. 31, 1944. During that time, 
it visited 53 cities in 26 sta tes on 
railroads other than the Katy. That 
it covered most of the map may be 
seen from the fa ct that it visited 
such widely-separated sta tes as Geor­ 
gia and "Wisconsin; New York, Wash­ 
ington, and Oregon * Louisiana and 
Minnesota. 


Nor is this a record! Other cars 
belonging to the Katy have been off 
its lines as much as two or more 
years at a stretch. On a recent oc­ 
casion, w h e n 
Matthew S. 
Sloan, 
Chairman of the Board and Presi­ 
dent of the Katy, issued orders that 
all cars of a certain class belonging 
to his railroad, were to be repainted 
with the fam iliar “ Katy yellow,” it 
was necessa ry to put out special 
tracers and to make urgent request 
that the la st few’ stragglers be sent 
home to receive their new dress. The 
champion of these stay-aways had 
traveled 
from coa st to coast five 
times in the two years since it left 
home.

freight train tha t passes you. or at 
the occupants of the side tracks. You 
probably will see cars bearing un­ 
familiar names of railroads in a dis­ 
tant section o f the country. Weary 
travelers are they, doubtles: a long 
time fa r from home.

The Christian Ho me 
(Continu ed From Last Week) 


TH E HUSBAND 


The place of the hu sband in the home has been definitely de­ 
fined in the Scriptu res. For ex ample, Pau l said to the Corinthians, 
who apparently had asked him a nu mber of qu estions abou t mar­ 
riag e: “Bu t I wou ld hav e y ou know, that the head of ev ery man 
is Christ; anl the head of the woman is the man; and the head of 
Christ is God.” (I Cor. 11:3) 


Many other passag es emphasize the same point. In Eph. 5:23 
Pau l say s: “For the hu sband is the head of the wife, ev en as Christ 
is the head of the chu rch: and he is the sav iou r of the body .” In 
the beg inning God said to Ev e, “And thy desire shall be to thy 
hu sband, and he shall ru le ov er thee.” 


These statements do not infer that woman is to be the slav e 
of man. She was created to be a companion and fellow worker, 
not a serv ant. In pu rpose and work God and Christ are one, thou g h 
they are still two personalities. So it shou ld be in the case of hu s­ 
band and wife—two personalities wov en into one pu rpose and one 
work. The hu sband then is the leader of equ als, not a master of 
serv ants. 


Men are often more anx iou s to hear a statement of their 
priv ileg es as head of the home than a declaration of their responsi­ 
bilities in this position. Yet any relationship alway s has responsi­ 
bilities which mu st be performed before the priv ileg es inv olv ed can 
be enjoy ed. 
There are at least three specific oblig ations resting 
u pon each hu sband. 


1. Ev ery hu sband shou ld loiv e his wife more than any other 
hu man being . Only lov e for God shou ld ex ceed the lov e which a 
man owes to his wife. Listen to this commandment: “Hu sbands 
lov e y ou r wiv es, ev en as Christ also lov ed the chu rch, and g av e 
himself for it.” (Eph. 5:25) 
Christ cared enou g h for the chu rch 
to die in shame on the cross, enou g h to su ffer the insu lts and 
wholly u nmerited criticisms that were constantly directed ag ainst 
him. In contrast, many men are less respectfu l and kind to their 
own wiv es than they are t*> the av erag e strang er they meet in the 
street. Hu sbands often say cu tting thing s to their wiv es that they 
wou ld not dare say to men of their own phy sical size. Pau l said, 
“So ou g ht men to lov e their wiv es as their own bodies.” (Eph. 5:28 ) 
Ag ain, “Hu sbands, lov e y ou r wiv es, and be not bitter ag ainst 
them.” (Col. 3:19 ) 


2. Ev ery hu sband is ex ptcted by God and man to prov ide 
financial su pport for his family according to his ability . Pau l said: 
“Bu t if any prov ide not for his own, and specially those of his 
own hou se, he hath denied the faith, and is worse than an infidel.”

6:4 ) Pau l repeats this principle in Col. 3:21: “Fathers, pro­ 
v oke not y ou r children to ang er, lest they be discou rag ed.”

Amateu rs Praised by Army 
And Nav y for Su rg ery on 
Many Battle Fronts. 


WASHINGTON.—So me army and 
nav y peo ple hav e been practicing 
surg ery witho ut a license—but no ne 
o f them has been co urt-martialed. 
In fact, mo st o f them hav e rated 
medals, as related by the Chicag o 
Tribune. 
Yo u mig ht call them the “ clutch 
surg eo ns” o f this war 
because, 
while they ho ld no do cto rs’ deg rees, 
they ’v e stepped in to do a surg eo n’s 
J o b when the chips were do wn and 
no skilled medical aid was at hand. 
Mo st o f them are nav y “ ho spital 
co rpsmen’’ o i army “ medical aid 
men.” They ’v e had limited training 
in tending the sick and wo unded, 
but the emerg encies which many 
o f them hav e met demand skill far 
bey o nd the instructio ns they hav e 
receiv ed. 
On land, in the air, and abo ard 
ships and submarines they hav e 
filled in the g aps in their medical 
kno wledg e with Yankee impro v isa­ 
tio n, and plain, ev ery day g uts. 
Grim Amputatio ns. 
Sg t. Frank Palco o f Ro th, Va., had 
been a medical aid man o nly a 
week when sent to a bo mbed air 
raid shelter in Malmedy , Belg ium, 
where he fo und three wo men pinned 
by the leg s beneath the wreckag e. 
Wo rking in dim lig ht and using 
o nly so me mo rphine, sulfanilamide, 
and a pair o f surg ical scisso rs, 
Palco amputated o ne o f the first 
wo man’s leg s, and cut bo th leg s o ff 
the o thers. 
The first two v ictims 
liv ed. 
A wo unded man lay in a heav ily 
mined field so mewhere in Euro pe. 
His left leg was nearly sev ered be­ 
lo w the knee. To his side crawled 
Cpl. Andrew A. Arag o n o f Per­ 
alta, N. M. 
Arag o n jabbed the man with a 
merciful sho t o f mo rphine, tried to 
sev er the dang ling leg with his band­ 
ag e scisso rs, then finished the am­ 
putatio n with a knife. 
During the African inv asio n, nav y - 
man J ames V. Minichino , 28, o f 
Bro o kly n, N. Y., had his leg to rn 
o ff belo w the knee while attempt­ 
ing to pull a g ro unded bo at o ff a 
reef. 
Minichino mig ht hav e bled to 
death if an o fficer in his bo at hadn’t 
ripped o ff his o wn necktie, applied 
it as a to urniquet to Minichino ’s 
leg . 
On a muddy field near Metz, an 
infantry man was struck in the 
thro at by shrapnel. He was thrash­ 
ing aro und frantically when Medical 
Aid Man Duanne H. Kinman o f Co l­ 
leg e Place, Wis., reached him. 
The Breath o f Life. 
While an army o fficer held the 
wo unded man (there was no anes­ 
thetic av ailable), Kinman made a 
small incisio n in the windpipe and 
slipped the to p piece o f a fo untain 
pen into the incisio n to keep it 
o pen. He to ld his patient: 
“ Yo u can breathe thro ug h the cut 
I made ev en if y o u can’t thro ug h 
y o ur mo uth o r no se.” The man re­ 
co v ered. 
Seco nd Lt. Mary tLo uise Hawkins 
o f Redwo o d City , 'Calif., an army 
flig ht nurse, was in charg e o f 24 
stretcher patients being flo wn fro m 
the Palau Islands to Guadalcanal 
when 
the 
ho spital 
ship 
crash 
landed in a small clearing . One o f 
the patients suffered a sev ere thro at 
cut. Blood beg an to cho ke him. 
Nurse Hawkins quickly dev ised a 
suctio n pump fro m a sy ring e, so me 
rubber ho se, and the inflating tube 
fro m a “ Mae West” life v est. Fo r 
19 ho urs, until rescuers fro m a de­ 
stro y er came, she kept the man’s 
thro at free o f blo o d. 
On the submerg ed submarine Sea- 
drag o n, no t far fro m To ky o , Phar­ 
macist’s Mate Wheeler B. Lipes o f 
Ro ano ke, Va., did the ho no rs when 
a seaman’s appendix kicked up. 
Swing ing battle lanterns and flash­ 
lig hts lit a makeshift o perating ta­ 
ble as Lipes timed his incisio n to 
the plung ing o f the craft. 
Bent tablespo o ns became surg ical 
retracto rs, 
an 
inv erted 
kitchen 
siev e, the ether co ne, and alco ho l 
fro m the to rpedo mechanism steril­ 
ized the instruments.
